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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is the second office action for application serial number 09/762,713, Device for 
Fastening Poles, Posts, Masts Or The Like in The Ground and Method For Manufacturing a 
Fastening Device, filed on 3/08/01. This application contains 23 claims numbered 20-42. Claims 
1-19 have been canceled. 

Election/Restriction
